School Makes Top Tier in U.S. News & World Report Annual Rankings 


News « World Report ranked 
Agnes Scott College among 
e e the top 50 national liberal arts 


colleges, the Southeast's best women’s college 
and Georgia's best liberal arts college in its 
annual “America's Best Colleges” survey 
released Aug. 22. 

"These findings affirm the longstanding 
opinions of Agnes Scott College students, 
alumnae and those who employ our gradu- 
ates,” said President Mary Brown Bullock ‘66. 
“Agnes Scott has enjoyed a solid reputation 
throughout the nation, the South and Georgia 


as one of the preeminent liberal arts colleges, 
and this report supports that longstanding 
perception.” 

For the first time in the history of the “Best 
Colleges” rankings, Agnes Scott moved into 
the top 50 of the “Best Liberal Arts Colleges” 
list from the position it held last year in the 
“second tier’ of colleges ranked 53-112. 

“Agnes Scott made the top 50 this year in 
part because of our alumnae support,” Bullock 
said. “This year's 46 percent alumnae giving 
figure, along with our outstanding students 
and faculty, helped push us into the top tier.

ALUMNAE GIVING UP DESPITE ECONOMY 


While the economic downturn contin- 
ued during the fiscal year 2002-2003, 
Agnes Scott's Annual Fund participation 
and total donations bucked the trend and 
continued to rise. 

Alumnae participation hit 46 percent 
with total gifts of $1,924, 126, up from 45 
percent and $1,918,731 in 2001-2002, 
said Joanne Davis, director of the Annual 
Fund. “This year, we had 4,489 alumnae 
gifts,” she said. “We had 429 more alum- 
nae donors this year than last year, and of 
those, 290 were new donors.” 

And 72 percent of the the class of 1958 
gave to the Annual Fund, which was 9 per- 
cent higher than in 2001-2002, Davis said. 

Caro McDonald Smith '58, class fund 
chair, said her class percentage jumped so 
much because “everyone was personally 
contacted by the committee. Some had 
never given before. Everyone got a little 
note card, and that meant a lot.” 

Davis emphasized alumnae giving is cru- | 
cial in securing corporate and foundation 
gifts. “Corporations and foundations look 
to see if alumnae support their college 
before considering grant proposals,” she 
said. 

Karen Roy, associate vice president for 
finance, called the increases incredible and 
most necessary. 

“Gifts to the Annual Fund have increased 
nicely during the last few years,” Roy said. 
"The gifts take some of the pressure off 
other revenue sources, such as the endow- 
ment.” 

The Annual Fund now makes up a little 
more than 5 percent of the College's oper- 
ating budget, up 1 percent from 2001- 
2002, Roy said. 

The majority of gifts are unrestricted, 
which allows the College to use them

Agnes Scott moved this year to the 50th 
spot, which it shares with Wabash College in 
Indiana. Agnes Scott joins six other 
Southeastern colleges on the top 50 list, 
including Davidson in North Carolina, 
Washington and Lee University in Virginia,

Supreme Court 
Decision Not 


To Affect ASC 


AFFIRMATIVE-ACTION RULING AMENDS METHOD 
SCHOOLS MAY USE TO CREATE DIVERSE CAMPUSES 


June U.S. Supreme Court rulings more clearly 
defined, and in some instances changed, the way col- 
leges and universities may create diverse populations 
on campus. 

The court ruled 6-3 in Gratz v. Bollinger against the 
University of Michigan's undergraduate admissions 
policy, which used a point system to evaluate students. 
The court upheld the law school policies in Grutter v 
Bollinger, stating the school used race as one of many 
considerations in admission decisions without assign- 
ing it a specific value. 

“Agnes Scott College's success in recruiting a diverse 
student body will not be affected by this ruling,” said 
President Mary Brown Bullock ‘66. "We will continue 
to consider each applicants record of academic and 
extracurricular achievements on an individual basis.” 

These rulings were partially based on the text of the 
1978 Regents of the University of California v. Bakke case, in 
which Justice Lewis F Powell Jr. wrote schools could 
use race as a ‘plus factor” in admissions. This ruling, 


however, gave institutions some leeway. Many estab- 
lished policies such as the Michigan one, believing 
they did not qualify as unconstitutional quotas. 

“The decision marked a very important day in the 


struggle for racial justice,” said Constance Curry '55, a 
fellow at Emory University’s women’s studies depart- 
ment and a longtime civil and social rights activist. 
“The court confirmed that racial diversity is a com- 
pelling state interest. The decision is certainly not as 
broad as we may have wished, but it did not set us back 
40 years, as many of us feared.”

When Rose Conklin ‘05 set out 
to explore a diverse culture in 
Latin America, she did so as a 
2003 Benjamin A. Gilman 
International Scholar. 

Also a 2003-2004 Stukes 
Scholar, Conklin received a 
$4,000 scholarship to study 
abroad at the Universidad de 
Palermo in Argentina. 

“Argentina has an interesting 
mix of European and indigenous 
peoples,” said Conklin, a math 
major with a minor in Spanish. 
"This mix fascinates me because 
of my own upbringing in an 
extremely diverse Washington, 
D.C., neighborhood and high 
school. The relationship 
between the United States and 
Argentina is in many ways a par- 
adigm of the Western Hemi- 
sphere's important environmen- 
tal, cultural and economic issues 
that require understanding, 
cooperation and resolution.” 

She is studying abroad through 
the International Student 
Exchange Program and will pay 
Agnes Scott tuition as though 
she were on campus. 

"In addition to allowing me to 
pay as much of my own way as 
possible, the scholarship also 
requires an independent project 
which | thought would make my 
year even more meaningful,” 
Conklin said. 

She is one of 192 students, or 
15 percent, of the 1,276 students 
who applied to receive award of 
up to $5,000 per semester or aca- 
demic year. She is the third 
Agnes Scott student awarded .a 
Gilman Scholarship. There were 
two in 2001. 

The U.S. Department of State's 
Bureau of Educational and 
Cultural Affairs sponsors the pro- 
gram for students interested in 
studying abroad who might not 
otherwise have the opportunity. 
The Institute of International 
Education assists with the pro- 
grams administration. Students 
must receive federal Pell Grants 
to be eligible. 

"This particular study-abroad 
scholarship is about access and | 
excellence,” said Jennifer Lund, 
director of international educa- 
tion and assistant professor of 
education, “access to study 
abroad by outstanding students 
who receive federal financial

aid.” 

While at the Universidad de 
Palermo, Conklin hoped to take 
advantage of its architecture pro- 
gram and complete an introduc- 
tory course 

“| hope to pursue my interest in 
architecture with graduate 
study,” she said. “I am especially 
interested in looking at ‘green 
architecture, which is becoming 
a field of international collabora- 
tion.”

The Compliance Audit for the 


10-year reaccredidation review was 
delivered Aug. 15 to the 
Commission on Colleges of the 
Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools. The College pro- 
duced 10 copies of the 189-page 
audit with 349 supporting docu- 
ments. Agnes Scott also posted the 
audit on a special section of its 
Web site, accessible only to the off- 
site SACS review team. The next 
step in the reaccredidation process 
is the Quality Enhancement Plan, 
which focuses on improving stu- 
dent learning, due in January.

ALUMNA ELECTED AS TRUSTEE AND DEBUTS PLAY IN ONE WEEK 


Marsha Norman ‘69 is no 
stranger to the hectic demands of a 
major theatrical premiere. So in 
the same week in May, she pre- 
viewed her new play Last Dance and 
was elected to the Agnes Scott 
College Board of Trustees. 

Last Dance follows the 
hopes, dreams and 
romantic entanglements 
of four Savannah natives 
enjoying life in the south 
of France. The plot cen- 
ters on Charlotte, an 
attractive poet indulging 
in seemingly contradic- 
tory behavior. 

Charlotte delights in all 
that life offers, including 
the opportunity to take a 
handsome lover half her age, yet 
indicates she plans to retreat into a 
solitude of her own design. The 
mystery behind Charlotte's deci- 
sion fuels the play's intrigue. 

At a reception for Agnes Scott 
alumnae and students, Norman 
said it was time to celebrate 
Southern culture and character. 
That is evident in Last Dance, which 
includes a pointed reference to 
Agnes Scott. 

Critical reaction was mixed, but 
nonetheless demonstrated the 
playwright’s intent was clear. 
Writing in The New York Times, 
drama critic Ben Brantley stated 
Last Dance "is presented as a love 
poem to a vanishing world of 
Southern graciousness and eccen- 
tricity.” : 

Norman won the 1983 Pulitzer 
Prize for her play ‘night, Mother. At 
the time, she was one of only eight 
women honored with the Pulitzer 
for Drama. Norman also earned a 
1991 Tony Award and a Drama 
Desk Award for the Broadway

Ivan Allen Jr. Dies in July 


Ivan Allen Jr. is best known for 
serving as Atlanta's mayor during 
turbulent times. Although Allen 
spent his 1962 to 1970 term in the 
national public eye, he also served 
the smaller, private community of 
Agnes Scott by serving on the Board 
of Trustees from 1959 to 1977. 

Born in 1911, Allen died on July 2 
in Sandy Springs, Ga. 

“Ivan Allen was a trustee for 18 
years, and during a part of that peri- 
od he was running the city of 
Atlanta in an era that was often 
troubled by conflict and unrest,” 
said Mary Alverta “Bertie” Bond, sec- 
retary emerita of the Board of 
Trustees. 

“It obviously enhanced Agnes 
Scott's reputation to have such a 
respected civic leader associated 
with us,” Bond said. “I think it says 
something about the man and about 
the College that he was willing to 
give time from an exceedingly busy 


life to serve on our Board." 

During his tenure as mayor, Allen 
helped instigate major building pro- 
grams that significantly increased 
the population and improved trans- 
portation. He also lured profession- 
al sports teams to the city, including 
the Atlanta Braves, Falcons and 
Hawks. 

As a high-profile Southerner, Allen 
openly championed social change 
and the Civil Rights Act. He 
appeared before Congress to testify 
to the Senate Commerce 
Committee on a section of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act 

A friend of the Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr., Allen supported his causes 
and worked to desegregate public 
institutions in Atlanta 

Survivors include his wife, Louise 
Richardson Allen; two sons, Hugh 
Inman Allen and Beaumont Allen; 
seven grandchildren and four great- 
grandchildren. —Martha Gaston ‘04

The combination of Norman's 
teaching and the reputation of the 
Manhattan Theatre Club, a presti- 
gious off-Broadway 
organization, works 
together. Two years ago, 
the play Proof became the 
third MTC production to 
win the Pulitzer Prize. 

The playwright, David

The cast of Last Dance featured 
familiar faces. Starring as Charlotte 
was JoBeth Williams, perhaps best 
known for films including Poltergeist 
and The Big Chill. Williams offered a 
subtle portrait marked by intelli- 
gence, determination and graceful 
beauty. 

David Rasche, a frequent guest in 
episodic television and star of the 
cult series Sledge Hammer!, played 
Charlotte's longtime confidante 
Randall. Rasche played Randall 
with tremendous range adding 
warmth and pathos to a man 
whose outward persona is marked 
by a jaded, acerbic wit. 

Rounding out the cast were 
Heather Goldenhersh as 
Charlotte's wonderfully wide-eyed 
goddaughter Georgeanne, 
Lorenzo Pisoni is Cab, the heart- 
throb who begins as Charlotte's 
lover only to move ever closer to 
Georgeanne.

ORGANIZATIONS AND HONEST DIALOGUE HELP 


Gay Johnson McDougall '68 enrolled as the first 
African-American student in September 1965, 11 years 
after Brown v. the Board of Education declared public 
school segregation unconstitutional. McDougall 
would later transfer after her first year. 

Edna P. Swift '71, who enrolled in 1968, was the first 
African-American to graduate. Today, African- 
Americans make up 22 percent of the student body. 

Audrey Louise Grant '77, an African-American and 
newly elected trustee, said she felt accepted as a stu- 
dent, though other minority students were sometimes 
not so readily received. 

“Open discussions between black and white students 
helped to promote good race relations on campus,” 
Grant said. “Many white girls would come up to us and 
ask about things to see if they were true and vice versa. 
These discussions helped to dispel stereotypes.” 

To keep these conversations going, the College holds 
events such as the annual Martin Luther King Jr. 
Convocation in January. Past guest speakers include 
activists Constance Curry '55, former Decatur mayor 
Elizabeth Wilson, Rep. John Lewis (D-Ga.) and Ruby 
Dee and Ossie Davis. 

Student organizations such as Witkaze, Asian 
Women and Hispanic Awareness Society represent 
and educate others by encouraging all ethnic and racial 
groups to participate in club events. 

International students, who make up 6 percent of the 
student population, create further campus diversity. 

People of all races should support social causes, Curry 
said, pointing out the example of Britain's long oppres- 
sion of the Irish. 

“On a larger, philosophical level, civil, social and 
human rights are issues that should be of import to 
everyone,” Curry said. “Assume [in the United States] 
you are talking about white privilege here, which 
means that if your skin is white, you have it made and 
don't have to care or worry about anything. This atti- 
tude is one of the main reasons we are in the same sit- 
uation of institutionalized racism that has existed since 
slavery.” 

In 1995, Agnes Scott took an intellectually conscious 
step and founded an Africana studies program. The 
program does not offer a major, though students may 
self-design one or complete a minor through it. 

Although there are still periods of racial tension on 
campus, Agnes Scott has come a long way since 1965. 
Honest dialogue worked in the ‘70s and is still the best 
way to move toward an accepting, open environment, 
Curry said. — Martha Gaston ‘o4

on April 1. 

“Witkaze felt the University of Michigan Supreme 
Court cases affected all Americans,” said Shannen 
Williams ‘04, former Witkaze co-president. “Witkaze 
was not only representing the black women of Agnes 
Scott College; we were representing the women of 
Agnes Scott College. One common misconception 
about affirmative action is that it is only for African- 
Americans or Latino-Americans. In fact, women of all 
races have been the beneficiaries of affirmative action 
programs.” 

Agnes Scott's admission procedure considers every 
applicant as a whole, including academic record, 
extracurricular activities and ethnic background. 
Applicants of a certain race are not given priority over 
another. 

According to the Women's College Coalition, “one- 
half of women’s colleges report minority populations 
totaling more than 25 percent of their students.” 
Minority students constitute approximately 30 percent 
of the College's student body. 

A benchmarking project, conducted by the coalition, 
of women's colleges with 700-1,200 full-time under- 
graduates shows Agnes Scott has higher than average 
numbers of African-American, Asian-American and 
international students. 

"We are proud Agnes Scott ranks in the top 11 
national liberal arts colleges for the diversity of its stu- 
dent body," Bullock said. “We also know our success 
cannot be measured by numbers, but by the quality of 
the community we create together."

New Visa Requirements For International Students Create Complicated System 


Homeland security hit the Agnes 
Scott campus fast and furiously 
Aug. 1. 

The Office of International 
Education, like others nationwide, 
had to register every enrolled inter- 
national student with the State 
Department's Student and Exchange 
Visitor Information System by 
Aug. 1. 

SEVIS, created to track foreign 
students and scholars in the United 
States, enables colleges to issue an 
1-20, a form certifying the student 
has been admitted and has money 


available to pay for one year of 
school. The I-20 is one of many 
documents needed for a student 
visa. 

All summer, Jennifer Lund, direc- 
tor of international education, 
entered returning and incoming 
international students into SEVIS. 
She was down to 29 when the “the 
State Department upgraded SEVIS 
with 15 minutes notice the night 
before | went on vacation when | 
had planned to finish inputting our 
students.” Lund made the deadline. 

Lund is lucky. She only had to 


input 66 students. Larger institu- 
tions added staff, discontinued serv- 
ices and closed their international 
offices for a number of days to input 
students. An estimated 1.2 million 
students were to be entered by the 
Aug. 1 deadline. 

“SEVIS is fraught with glitches,” 
Lund said. “You have these pull- 
down menus with options for all 
kinds of functions, such as reissuing 
an I-20. The only options are ‘dam- 
aged, lost, travel or stolen.’ There is 
no option for human error, typos or 
corrections.” 


Immigration regulations permit 
such corrections, but when the sys- 
tem does not, school officials must 
call the SEVIS Help Line to resolve 
the problem, Lund said. 

Once students are entered, prob- 
lems continue, Lund said. Some 
US. embassy computer systems had 
problems interfacing with SEVIS. 
Students were denied visas even 
though they held the necessary bar- 
coded 1-20 form, Lund said. 

School officials had to call the 
help line and wait for the first avail- 
able helper, who generated “a ticket 


number to ‘push’ the student infor- 
mation through to the embassy,” 
Lund said. “Once the ticket number 
was issued, students had to wait 48 
hours to make sure the embassy 
could find them in the system.” 

By calling after hours, staying on 
hold for up to 2/2 hours, Lund has 
been able resolve any problems 
Agnes Scott international students 
had. 

“You just had to get in line,” Lund 
said. “To the best of my knowledge, 
all of our students got visas and 
made it here." © —Wendy Cromwell 


Sally Ride Science Camp 


This excerpted letter was sent to JoAmn “Joie” 
Delafield '58, a member of the New York chapter 
which sponsored Devon Welsh to the Sally Ride 
Science Camp in June. 

eee 
Dear Mrs. Delafield, 

I had a really great time at the Sally 
Ride Space Camp in Atlanta. It all start- 
ed out with me sitting on the runway in 
New York for an hour before the plane 
took off. | arrived late and many people 
knew me as “the late girl from New 
York." | think | was the only girl in the 
whole camp who was from outside of 
Georgia, but I'm not positive. 

The first day we studied about light 
and light waves, and how they help us 
learn things we can't see in a telescope. 
My favorite part of that was finding out 
that blue stars are actually the hottest 
and red the coldest, because on sinks, 
red is always hot and blue cold. . . . | 
loved learning about the Doplar Effect, 
which is basically that if something is 
moving closer to you the sound and 
light waves are compressed and get 
shorter, changing the color and pitch. 

The rest of the time, we built rockets 
and telescopes. | liked streamlining the 
wings of my rocket and then trying to 
decorate the body without knocking the 
very fragile wings off. We had a little, 
“tube” | guess you could call it, of rocket 
fuel in our rocket. We also used fire 
proof paper, which made many people 
in my group laugh, as all the paper we 
had known was extremely flammable. 
The average height the rockets went up 
to was about 430 feet. We had para- 
chutes so when the rockets fell they 
would not come down too fast, but we 
had to cut holes in our parachutes so the 
rockets would come down fast enough 
that the wind wouldn't blow them away. 
Apparently my hole wasn't big enough, 
because my rocket was blown into the 
trees and we didn't get it back. | liked 
my rocket very much, but my rocket 
didn't like me.

My group did three presentations. 
One was an advertisement for a birth- 
day party on another planet or moon in 
space. We did Titron, Neptune's largest 
moon. It was fun, but we had a few 
problems with turning the pages in our 
script. It made everyone watching 
laugh. The second presentation was a 
skit about our time at camp. All the 
groups skits were extremely funny, 
especially making fun of the counselors 
and some of the funny things we had 
done. The third presentation was for the 
parents. We were supposed to tell them 
about what we had learned. My group 
was the most creative and did a game 
show that asked questions about what 
we had learned. | held up a sign on the 
side with “Applause” and another girl 
had one that said “Silence.” None of the 
parents really paid attention to the 
signs, but it was fun 

My roommate, Lexi, was very nice. | 
am glad | was paired with her. She was 
very funny, and we laughed a lot togeth- 
er. ... My other good friend was Amanda 
and we loved quoting Finding Nemo. The 
campus of Agnes Scott College was 
really nice, and | realized before an hour 
had passed the first day that the latitude 
difference made a difference in the tem- 
perature and | would not be needing my 
sweatshirt or jeans 

Camp was great and | am so glad | was 
able to go there and try it out. Thank 
you so much for helping me get there. | 
will always remember camp before 
eighth grade! | had so much fun!

hen Agnes Scott 
held the inaugural 
Sally Ride Science 
Camp for girls in 
June, New York and Kingsport, 
Tenn., alumnae made sure their 
chapters were represented. 

“Flora [McLain '43] and | 
became involved because we 
knew a science program with 
Sally Ride's name attached had to 
be good,” said Helen DeWitt 
Whittaker '75, of the Tennessee 
chapter. “We also think girls don't 
get as much experience with sci- 
ence and this would be a good 
opportunity for them.” 

"We thought it would be really 
fun to spread this out nationally,” 
said JoAnn “Joie” Delafield '58, 
trustee and national co-chair of 
Bold Aspirations: The Campaign 
for Agnes Scott College. “We [the 
New York chapter] raised enough 
money to cover camp tuition and 
put $250 in the camps general 
fund." 

The scholarship recipient, 
Devon Welsh, is a eighth-grader 
at Nightingale-Bamford School 
in Manhattan, with classes in 
astronomy and chemistry. The 
Kingsport girl became homesick 
and left early. 

“| wasn't expecting it [the schol- 
arship] at all," Devon said. “I knew 
| wasn't going to get a second 
chance to come to a camp like 
this.” 


Delafield credits former Trustee 


Sara Vagliano ‘63 with starting the 
scholarship. "She's the one who 
went after the New York commit- 
tee. She called members and 
asked them to give whatever they 
could.” 

Ride, America's first woman in 
space, founded the camp to 
inspire sixth- through eighth- 
grade girls to pursue science, math 
and technology. Campers built 
telescopes and rockets, later 
launched on the Gellerstedt Track 
and Field. 

“Mine went into the trees,” 
Devon said of her rocket. “I don't 
know exactly where it is. On aver- 
age, they [the rockets] went 400- 
something feet in the air, but I'm 
not sure how high mine went.” 

The camp was beautifully 
organized, Delafield said. An 
Agnes Scott student met Devon at 
the airport with a cell phone so 


she could call her parents immedi- 
ately. 

“Her dad went down to pick 
Devon up,” Delafield said. “He 
called and said he hadn't seen a 
more beautiful campus. He was 
very impressed 

“The camp is a wonderful way to 
get girls at the right age,” 

Delafield said. “This way, when 
they are juniors, they will at least 
look at us. At the very least, they 
will have been awakened to won- 
derful science. We might get them 
interested in what's up there in the 
heavens.” —Wendy Cromwell 


Reaching 1000 Focus 
Of Enrollment Plan 


ALUMNAE, FACULTY, STAFF AND STUDENTS PRESSED INTO ACTION 


The new catch phrase on campus 
this year, Reach 1000, has a focus to 
match it. 

“We have transformed our cam- 
pus,” said Stephanie Balmer, dean of 
admission and associate vice presi- 
dent for enrollment. “Now, it is time 
for students to come.” 

Having increased enrollment 50 
percent in five years to 900 students, 
the goal is to hit 1,000 or more stu- 
dents during the next three years. 

“We need to grow to 1,000 stu- 
dents to reach our aspiration of 
becoming a strong liberal arts col- 
lege,” said President Mary Brown 
Bullock '66. “We also need to reach 
1,000 students to financially support 
our academic programs and student 
services. 

"We have redoubled our efforts to 
reach 1,000 students,” Bullock said. 
“It is not the responsibility of the 
admission staff. It is a College 
responsibility.” 

With that charge, the Office of 
Admission incorporated alumnae, 
faculty, staff and current students 
into its new enrollment plan—using 
letter campaigns, word-of-mouth 
recruiting and recommending 
prospective students. 

The plan includes exceeding 1,000 
applications each year and targeting 
four areas—Atlanta; Houston; 
Tampa/St. Petersburg, Fla.; and 
Nashville, Tenn.; Balmer said. 

The College is offering tuition 
credit to students recommended by 
alumnae, Balmer said. If a student 
referred by an alumna, is admitted 
and enrolls, she receives a $500 
Alumnae Leadership Scholarship for 
first-year students and $250 for 
Woodruff Scholars. 

“Alumnae can put a prospective 
student on the mailing list or host an 
admission event in their area,” said 
Ann Carter Duncan, assistant direc- 
tor of admission and alumnae volun- 
teer coordinator. “Their personal 
experiences and stories are great 
recruiting tools, and the one-on-one 
contact can be very effective." 

Duncan also suggested alumnae 
bring prospective students to visit 
campus. 

“Enrollment in the College is 
greater if prospective students visit 
it,” Balmer said. 

Another focus of the enrollment 
plan is defining the Agnes Scott 
ideal student, Balmer said. 

"She is someone who has had a 
rigorous high school program and 
has a strong performance on stan- 
dardized tests,” Balmer said. “She 
has strong recommendations from 
her teachers and counselors and a 
strong written essay. Typically these 
are the marks of a student who will 
do well here.” 

Alumnae also can help by serving 


Class of 2007 
Breaks Record 
For Applications 


The class of 2007, which arrived 
in August representing 26 states 
and nine countries, set a record 
with 786 applications. 

“Agnes Scott really stood out in 
my college search because, sim- 
ply, | was not applying to any 
other school like it,” said Sara 
Peralta '07 of Austin, Texas. “I was 
considering huge, state universi- 
ties here in Texas and the small, 
rural liberal arts schools in the 
North.” 

Peralta, one of 213 students 
who enrolled this year, took a sec- 
ond look at Agnes Scott after 
meeting an admission representa- 
tive at a college fair. “Her and 
other staff members’ kindness 
really caught my attention. 

“After visiting twice | knew, in 
my heart, that other than my fam- 
ily home in Texas, this was a place 
that | could call home,” said 
Peralta, who plans to study music 
and education in hopes of becom- 
ing a music teacher. “These were 
women | could befriend and call 
my sisters. | knew my place was at 
Agnes Scott and nowhere else.” 

Applicants learned about Agnes 
Scott through the Web site, an 
admission letter, college fairs and 
alumnae. They also learned about 
the College through visits, high 
school counselors, admission 
events, Agnes Scott faculty, 
dessert and discussion events and 
general campus events. 

The class mean grade point 
average is 3.63. The middle 50 
percent of SAT I scores ranged 
from 1100-1300, and the mean 
ACT score was 26. 

The class is geographically and 
ethnically diverse with 9 percent 
international students and 16 per- 
cent African-American. Six per- 
cent are Hispanic and 3 percent 


Asian-American or _ Pacific 
Islander. 
as an information source for 


prospective students regarding their 
career path, Duncan said, adding a 
doctor could be matched with stu- 
dents interested in medicine and 
biology. 

Becoming an alumnae admission 
representative is a great way to give 
back to Agnes Scott, Duncan said. 
“Recruiting highly qualified students 
to your alma mater makes your 
diploma that much more valuable," 
she said.

Cambridge Companion Series 


Cambridge University Press has 
selected two Agnes Scott philoso- 
phy professors to contribute to a 
new set of volumes on specific 
philosophic works or topics.

torical overview of the concept of 
virtue, discussing its development 
from ancient philosophers through 
Kant's immediate predecessors, 
such as David Hume,” Denis said.

cle, "The Unhappy Tyrant and the 
Craft of Inner Rule.” 

“The article is about one of the 
characters in Book Nine of the 
Republic," Parry said. “Plato equates 


happiness with virtue, so the foil is 
Plato's conception of a tyrant 
—someone who is corrupt and ruled 
by an ‘erotic passion.’ " 

The Cambridge series strives to 
be readable for both undergraduate 
students and advanced scholars by 
offering several facets of each 
philosopher instead of introducto- 
ry work. The new collections are 
scheduled to be printed in 2005- 
2006.

Becoming A 


Community That 
Thinks Deeply 


These remarks were made by Richard D. Parry, Fuller E. 
Callaway Professor of Philosophy, at Opening Convocation in 
August. 


Last spring, the QEP [Quality Enhancement Plan] 
committee conducted a series of focus groups. We 
were searching for the community's description of the 
intellectually engaged person. The results were very 
interesting, even inspiring. The following are the char- 
acteristics we identified: curious, open-minded, willing 
to take risks, engages others, active and independent, 
passionate and enthusiastic, values knowledge and 
learning, thinks critically and appreciates diversity. 

Certainly any student with all of these traits would 
be something like a goddess. It is the intention of the 
Quality Enhancement Plan to encourage and promote 
these traits in students, faculty and staff. How we will 
attempt to accomplish that goal you will find out dur- 
ing the course of this semester. Let me focus today on 
what the ideal result would be. 

Imagine a first-year student who shows up at Agnes 
Scott College in the fall. She is bright and well read; 
she comes from a good high school. Still, there has 
been something missing in life—something she may 
not even know how to describe. Sometimes in conver- 
sation, sometimes in reading her mind goes below the 
surface of what is being said or what has been written. 
She wants to know why, to probe and challenge what 
others think is obviously true. She wants to pursue an 
unusual idea, open a new line of thinking. Maybe in 
her high school, this sort of intellectual curiosity was 
not reinforced or appreciated. But here, she finds a lot 
of others who—like her—think in this unusual way. 
Here, she and the others—stu- 
dents, faculty and staff—play off 
one another, reinforce and encour- 
age one another in this way of 
thinking deeply—of criticizing and 
of exploring, of going below the 
surface. 

In the movie, The Wizard of Oz, at 
one point the whole screen goes 
from black and white to Techni- 
color. | do not want to enter into 
the controversy about the merits 
of black and white vs. Technicolor. 
Let's just say Technicolor is better for the moment. 
Black and white is the world where issues are black 
and white, a world of no subtleties, where what is said, 
what is written, is taken at face value. No one asks 
probing, skeptical questions. No one dares think chal- 
lenging, even shocking ideas. They simply accept the 
conventional way of looking at things. This conven- 
tional way of looking at things can either be the con- 
servative platitudes of middle America or the liberal 
dogma of the cultural elite. 

But here, at Agnes Scott, she finds a Technicolor 
world characterized by those encounters with the 
ideas and insights of others with discoveries of new 
knowledge but also of what is below what we already 
know—or think we know. Here she experiences her 
mind as free and alive. 

In fact, she discovers what has been missing, the 
intellectual virtues. The moral virtues are such traits as 
honesty and compassion; these are habits of the 
heart—ways of feeling, reacting, and acting. The intel- 
lectual virtues are habits of the mind, consciously 
acquired and well practiced. Aristotle, who made the 
distinction between moral and intellectual virtues, held 
that—for example—skill in deductive reasoning was 
an intellectual virtue. We have an expanded list: 
curiosity, open-mindedness, active and independent 
learning and the others from our focus groups 

Let me end by concentrating on one of these: appre- 
ciation of diversity. | take this intellectual virtue to be 
the willingness and skill to learn from people of reli- 
gious, political, social and ethnic backgrounds differ- 
ent from one's own. Each has important insights and 
points of view on that most vital of all enterprises— 
being a human being. Grasping these insights and 
points of view means having the skill to see beyond 
the point of view of one's own tribe, whether that tribe 
is in the minority or in the majority. It is a skill among 
many that we should intentionally, consciously—by 
plan—teach, practice, promote, and encourage if we 
are to be a community that thinks deeply

OPENING MINDS IN INDIANA TOWN 


Prersive church members quietly led a 
small Indiana town to correct social injus- 
tices during the Civil Rights Era. 

“My husband, Bill, [pastor of First 
Presbyterian Church of Columbus] and some 
others in town who joined him decided while it 
was quiet here, there wasn't justice,” said Ellen 
Davis Laws ‘31. “There was no black college 
student from our high school. A black man 
couldn't get a haircut in town. There was a defi- 
nite cleavage between blacks and whites.” 

Together with her husband and others, Laws 
helped tutor young black students at area 
churches to prepare them for college. 

“Bill and a small group of ministers managed to get over the hump 
of where a black person could live,” Laws said. “They worked so if a 
black person had money and could afford a nice neighborhood, he 
could live there.” 

The group worked to establish scholarships so black students 
could afford to attend college. 

"There were hard feelings in the community, but on the whole 
residents realized we were headed in the right direction,” Laws said. 
“It didn't happen overnight. 

“Some people came about immediately,” Laws said. “Others came 
about gradually. Some came with their feet dragging. Still others 
didn’t want to come at all. We went through some interesting 
times.” 

Perhaps the most rewarding experiences for Laws and her family 
were the friendships formed with black families during the 1950s 
and ‘60s. “It was sort of the natural way things worked out," Laws 
said. “They meant a great deal to us.” 

Her community work wasn't Laws’ first experience with civil 
rights. While an English major at Agnes Scott, she was incredulous 
that a group from Tulane University walked out of a conference 
session attended by blacks. 

“I remember how incensed we were,” Laws said. “We could not 
believe how they could be so rude and feel that way.” 

“Ellen would deny this, but she is such an influence in our com- 
munity,” said neighbor Lynn Wilson McGee '77. “She is such a 
wonderful person. They [Ellen and her husband] did a lot to open 
minds during the Civil Rights Era.” — Wendy Cromwell 


‘NO NOTES’ NO PROBLEM FOR FEDER 


T he size of the audience doesn't matter. 
Biographies with all those dates do not pose 
a problem. When Virginia Heard Feder '33 
gives a book review, there are no notes. 

For an hour, Feder talks about the selected 
book with only a short break. 

“| never write it out,’ Feder said. “I read a 
book, then read it again. | take copious notes 
and think about it. Then | make a detailed out- Ao 
line. When I finish it, | think about key words a 3 
to remind me of the next phase of the book so Feder 33 
it's no problem.” 

No problem, but it's enough to earn her the title “No Notes" Feder 
at her retirement center. Feder is famous throughout Sun City 
Center and Freedom Plaza, near Tampa, Fla., for her reviews 10 to 
12 times a year. 

"She's certainly admired in this community," said fellow alumna 
and neighbor, Frances Yager ‘33. “My husband is a fan of her as 
well. She is a very smart lady.” 

Recent reviews include Katherine Grabams Washington and Yahoba's 
River of the Golden Ibis, Yager said. Feder tailors the reviews to her 
audiences. 

“Her enthusiasm is contagious, and often others are inspired to 
read the book which has been discussed,” Yager said. “She has 
improved the quality of reading of the whole community.” 

An incident in church sparked the “no notes” phenomena. 

Feder was to give a college preview during a service. She arrived 
early and put her notes on the appropriate lectern. However, when 
it was time to give the preview, the minister told Feder to use a dif- 
ferent lectern closer to her spot in the bell choir. “I got along all 
right,” Feder said. 

Feder, a chemistry major at Agnes Scott, earned her master's in 
biochemistry from Emory University and her doctorate from the 
University of Michigan. 

“| didn't do any minors in English,” Feder said. “I have always liked 
to read, though not always serious books. | do more biographies.” 

This love of reading led her to volunteer for 21 years in the Sun 
City Center library, where she “retired” in January. She now volun- 
teers at the Freedom Plaza library one day a week —Wendy Cromwell

PROBSTEIN INSPIRES ADULT LIT CLASS 


n avid student and teacher of literature, Inge 
Probstein ‘45 has devoted most of her adult 
life spreading her passion for great narratives. 
After teaching for many years at Temple 
University in Philadelphia, Probstein continued 
to share her passion by teaching a literature class 
forto other adults at the Creutzburg Center for 


Adult Education in Randor, Pa. 


Probstein led a class of about 45 retirees every 
Tuesday morning for 18 years. One morning in 
2002, however, a stroke and a heart attack

forced Probstein to miss class for the first time. 

In an article by Michael Vitez that appeared in The Philadelphia 
Inquirer, Probstein commented that, “It [the class] was, to me, eternal. 
If | hadn't had this stroke, | suppose I'd be teaching it. It's terrible to 


give it up.” 


According to the Inquirer, two retired professors now teach the 
weekly class. Class members continue to visit their beloved teacher 
at the nursing home where she resides. 

‘We could never replace Inge,” said Judy Zalesne in the Inquirer. 
“But despite the tragedy, we didn't want the class to disband.” 

During Probstein’s years teaching at the Creutzburg Center, the 
class read works by authors such as Swift, Goethe, Shakespeare, 
Johnson and Dante. Quite remarkable for a woman who knew little 
English when she and her mother immigrated to the United States 
in 1934. In 1934, Probstein and her mother fled Germany as 
refugees from Hitler.

MUSIC KEEPS HENLEY ’55 MOVING 


Fee donating a church organ to winning first place awards in 
pro-Am dance competitions, Betty Henley’s music major has 


taken her a long way. 


Around 1990, Henley '55 and husband, James W. Henley Jr., 
decided to build a retirement home near Jasper, Ga. They began 
attending Holy Family Episcopal Church, a small church with about 
20 members and plans for expansion. 

Henley, who had studied organ with Ray Martin and voice with 
Roxie Hagopian at Agnes Scott, volunteered to play the piano for 
services and started a choir a few years later. 

The Henleys promised the congregation when the new church 
was built they would donate a small pipe organ, but Henley’s hus- 
band died suddenly in 1995. When the new church was finished in 
2002, the pipe organ Henley donated was a memorial to him. 

The organ was originally designed by the Austin Organ Co. in 
1947. It was later purchased and stored by a Missouri organ builder, 


Michael Quimby Organs Inc. 


“| was privileged to work on the installation,’ Henley said. “The 
organ came in on a truck, and | helped move it from the floor of the 
church to the organ loft above the balcony choir loft. | set pipes, 
helped tune and ran to the hardware store for parts.” 

Henley played the day the organ and church were dedicated. 
Calvert Johnson, Charles A. Dana Professor of Music and College 
organist, gave a concert there for about 250 people on Novy. 17. 

After staying in Jasper for five years after her husband died, 
Henley decided she needed a “new passage’ in life and moved to 
Nashville, Tenn., near the family of her youngest daughter Cathy. 

“| received a marketing call from a local dance club offering me a 
free lesson and decided to go,” she said. “I had always danced when- 
ever | had a chance and even taught some ‘disco’ in a Cobb County 
high school. | loved the rhythms, the jazz, the exercise, the social 
connections, the challenge of learning how to really dance.” 

Henley and her instructor, who serves as her partner, compete 
about three or four times a year, sometimes locally and sometimes as 


far away as Los Angeles. 


In February, Henley went to Cuba with some of her local dance 
group members through a U.S. Treasury Department cultural 
exchange. For five days, Henley and her group danced about three 
to four hours a day with students from the Cuban National School 
of Dance and then went clubbing at night and to dance more. 

“Our goal was to find out how close we were to the original 
Cuban dance styles we work on,” she said, like the cha-cha, mambo 
and rumba. “We did well, but they move more freely and faster than 


we do.” 


Henley still loves Agnes Scott. “It changed my life, opened my 
eyes, sharpened my mind, led me into new paths and a life of 
research in new things. What more can you ask?"

HISTORICAL ATLANTA 


A historical patterns of life in big 

cities have long fascinated Georgina 
Hickey '90. So much so, Hope and Danger 

in the New South City: Working-Class Women 
and Urban Development in Atlanta, 1890-1940, 
which began as her doctoral dissertation in 


1995, is now a 297-page book. 


The book, published by The University of 
Georgia Press, chronicles the daily lives and 
struggles of the working-class female popula- 
tion in Atlanta around the turn of the century. 

‘I'm interested in how women got along in the 


city, the social history of how they understood 
what their options were, their day-to-day lives and where they 


worked,” Hickey said. 


Atlanta was an obvious choice to examine because she became 
familiar with the city while attending Agnes Scott, Hickey said. The 
history and sociology major transferred to Indiana University to 


complete her bachelor's degree. 


Her interests led Hickey to move to Atlanta from Michigan to 
access period newspapers and other records about the city. 

“| wanted to know what women were doing and why they were so 
prominent,” Hickey said. "I began reading about Atlanta, especially 
pieces about women in the early 20th century. Lots of populations 
shape a city—the people who live there, the organizations they 
belong to, the movements they join.” 

Hickey conducted research at locations such as the Atlanta 
History Center and Georgia State University. Her most fascinating 
find was police records at the History Center that chronicled abuse 
charges women brought against police officers. 

“Atlanta has a huge personality that | felt like I interacted with,” 
Hickey said. “My biggest problem was getting around downtown— 
knew the street names from 1910, not 1993!" 

Hickey completed her Ph.D. at the University of Michigan. She is 
researching gender segregation in cities and is assistant professor of 
history at University of Michigan—Dearborn.

Six years of boldly updating the campus and 
curriculum in the pursuit of academic excel- 
lence resulted in Agnes Scott College's placing 
in the top 50 of U.S. News « World Reports annu- 
al rankings of liberal arts colleges and univer- 
sities and many check marks on the 1997 
Strategic Directions for Agnes Scott College. 

So as the College entered the new millenni- 
um, a new road map was needed for reaching 
higher in academic quality and enrollment 
while aligning the College's programs with its 
resources. 

Reaching Higher: Agnes Scott College's 


Three-Year Strategic Plan 2003-2006 calls for 
enhancing the intellectual climate through the 
Quality Enhancement Plan, increasing enroll- 
ment through Reach 1000 and diversifying 
resources to reduce reliance on the endow- 
ment, which supports 53 percent of the oper- 
ating budget. 

"We are focusing on two key opportunities, 
the QEP and enrollment growth,” said 
President Mary Brown Bullock ‘66. 

Developed for the reaccreditation process, 
the Quality Enhancement Plan calls for creat- 
ing a four-year experience for students that 


incorporates the existing First-Year Seminars 
with a distinctly new sophomore-year experi- 
ence. Experiential learning, including study 
abroad, would be emphasized during the jun- 
ior year with departmental honors added to 
the senior year. 

“Enhancing the quality of student learning 
and intellectual engagement is at the heart of 
the QEP.” Bullock said. “The ideas come from 
the Agnes Scott faculty who are committed to 
this program.” 

The fall enrollment of 945 is the highest in 
Agnes Scott's history, Bullock said. The Reach 


1000 campaign is geared toward increasing 
the student body without decreasing academ- 
ic quality. 

"We have the academic and residential 
space to accommodate the planned growth,” 
said Stephanie Balmer, associate vice president 
for enrollment and dean of admission. “A lib- 
eral arts and sciences college of more than 
1,000 suggests a vitality that is our goal." 

While fostering enrollment and intellectual 
growth, Agnes Scott is grappling with a

Commencement heralds a changing 
of the guard at colleges and universi- 
ties. This year as seniors rush to 
embrace the world, seven faculty 
members prepare to bid their class- 
rooms farewell. 

Accepting an early retirement plan 
offered in the fall, seven professors will 
retire in June with three more to fol- 
low in the next two years. 

“These names represent a long histo- 
ry of service and uncountable contri- 
butions to Agnes Scott,” said President 
Mary Brown Bullock ‘66. “They will be 
greatly missed.” 

Those retiring in June are Gail 
Cabisius, associate professor of classi- 
cal languages and literatures; Penelope 
Campbell, Charles A. Dana Professor 
of History; Marylin Darling, professor 
of dance; Linda Hubert '62, professor 
of English; Theodore K. Mathews, 
professor of music; Edmund Sheehey, 
Hal and Julia T. Smith Chair of Free 
Enterprise; and Ingrid Wieshofer, pro- 
fessor of German. 

In 2005, Robert Leslie, associate pro- 
fessor of mathematics, will retire, fol- 
lowed by Sandra Bowden, Charles A. 
Dana Professor of Biology, and 
Richard Parry, Fuller E. Callaway 
Professor of Philosophy, in 2006. 

All faculty members with at least 10 
years of service at Agnes Scott whose 
years of service and age totaled 90 
years were eligible for the voluntary 
program. 

The average number of years teach- 
ing at Agnes Scott within the retire- 
ment group, excluding Sheehey, was 
34 years, Bullock said. Sheehey has 16 
years with the College, including 
three as dean of the college.

Survey Reveals Work to Be Done 


he Alumnae Board started tackling 
issues raised by its constituents in the 
June 2003 opinion survey at its 
January meeting. 

With only 35 percent of alumnae surveyed 
strongly agreeing the College values them, 
board members asked themselves what makes 
them feel valued before grappling with the rel- 
evancy of women's liberal arts colleges. 

The survey, conducted by Prince Market 
Research of Nashville, Tenn., interviewed 312 
alums by phone and 494 by e-mail to test the 
feasibility of an electronic survey. 

"| have friends across the country who haven't 
been excited about reuniting with the College 
because many of their employers and co-work- 
ers haven't heard of Agnes Scott and therefore 
don't value their educational background as 
much as they should,” said Amy Hulsey ‘92. 

“Other friends tend not to submit Class News 
or come to reunions because they believe they 
haven't achieved tremendous success within

their careers,” Hulsey said. 

Getting involved helps, said Jenifer Cooper- 
Melia ‘86. “I didn't feel connected until | called 
and got involved. You feel valued when the 
College gives you access to students. The 
College is saying youre important.” 

“How many people don't feel valued because 
we're not asking them to do something,” asked 
Jennifer Coleman ‘89.

Fleet-Footed Mom 


Paces Competition 
In Cross-Country

When Phyllis Tuggle ‘05 runs cross country, 
two comments always follow. 

Opposing runners: “I can't believe that old 
lady beat me.” 

Opposing coaches: “Are you sure she is eligi- 
ble?" 

Tuggle, 42, a mother of two from Buckhead, 
blistered her competition this fall. At her colle- 
giate conference championship, she won by 
almost two minutes on a 
6-kilometer (3.7-mile) 
course in LaGrange and 
was named runner of the 
year. Her time was 22 
minutes and 18 seconds, 


a record for the 
Great South Athletic 
Conference. 


She's dusting runners 
half her age. That's tough 
on their egos—and some- 
times hers. 

One fellow college runner pointed out that 
her mother was born in 1961, the same year as 
Tugegle. When Tuggle seemed taken aback, the 
young woman backpedaled: “But she’s a real 
young mom, and youre a lot skinnier.” 

"Stop digging that hole,” replied the 5-foot- 
8-inch, 135-pound Tuggle. “Put that shovel 
down." 

Tuggle's success as a collegiate runner is the 
latest and most unexpected incarnation of an 
athletic career that has taken her around the 
world. 

As Phyllis Hines, she was a standout high 
school runner in Tennessee who later compet- 
ed for Vanderbilt. She dropped out of school 
21 years ago and began training for the 1984 
Olympic marathon trials. A foot injury ended 
that dream, so she turned to cycling. 

She won six national cycling titles, world 
championship medals and, on a team, the 
women's version of the Tour de France.

US. team at the 1996 Atlanta Games, 
Tuggle ranks as Georgia's most deco- 
rated female cyclist. 

That sport can eat up an incredible 
amount of time, something she no 
longer had much of. The bigger part 
of her  life—motherhood—was 
pulling her to a different challenge 
and a new athletic stage. She turned to 
fitness running, surfacing last year to 
win the Atlanta Marathon on a lark, 
breaking three hours. 


‘Maybe | can help’ 


To credibly teach the importance of 
education to her kids—Helen is 9 and 
Padan is 5—she felt she needed to fin- 
ish her college degree. She enrolled in 
the Woodruff Scholars program, 
majoring in German and _ religious 
studies and taking a full load of classes 
this fall. 

A classmate, Megan Morris '05, dis- 
covered Tuggle was a runner and 
invited her to join the team. The 
Scotties sometimes have trouble 
recruiting the five runners necessary 
to score in a meet. They compete in 
NCAA Division III, which offers no 
athletic scholarships, and draw froma 
student body of 945 women. 

‘Im going to work out anyway. 
Why not?” Tuggle figured. “Maybe | 
can help out the team.” 

And maybe Seabiscuit could win a 
race or two. 

Coach John Roberts checked with 
the NCAA and found, to his glee, that 
because Tuggle has been on a 
womens team at Vanderbilt that also 
competed in Division III, there was no 
expiration date on her eligibility to 
compete. 

He concedes coaches who accuse 
him of recruiting a ringer have a point. 

“Its hard to keep Phyllis reeled in, to 
keep her from going too fast,” he said 
of practice sessions. 

Though she made her return to 
competition look easy, Tuggle fought 
the effects of aging 

“| haven't had to run fast in 20 years,” 
she said. “It felt very strange ... a very 
awkward feeling. It didn't feel like it 
did 20 years ago. ... My German pro- 
fessor worries about me because I'm 
limping in class. You're not as resilient 
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when youre older. | feel old and 
creaky.” 

Her instincts resurrected with the 
competition, though. "When | com- 
pete, something snaps in my brain,” 
she said. 

Clyde Tuggle, a senior vice presi- 
dent at Coca-Cola, says his wife has 
“laser focus" that transforms her into 
“almost a different person on the bike 
or running. I'd almost say | don't know 
that person. ... She has an extraordi- 
nary gift to dig very, very deep and tap 
every ounce of physical capability 
she’s got." 

The training squeezes the time she 
has for her family—also known 
around the house as Team Tuggle— 
and classwork. To maintain her 4.0 
grade point average, she keeps a text- 
book and flashcards handy for any 
free minute. “I study at stoplights,” she 
said. “| think, ‘Good. Its red.’ And | 
wait for someone to honk.” 

She's a mystery to her opponents. 
When she won the Southeast Classic 
at Berry College by 20 seconds, run- 
ners on the host team wondered how 
someone old enough to be their mom 
could beat them—and whether they'd 
manage to do the same at middle age. 

Tuggle “is the wonder woman,” said 
teammate Mortis, 20. “She can do 
anything. Shes in school. She has 
kids, and they are so cute, and she’s an 
amazing runner and cyclist. ... | goa 
lot faster because [of her]." 


Running for others 


Tuggle won the NCAA South 
Regionals at Emory University’s 
Panthersville course in south DeKalb 
County. Her time of 22:17.6 qualified 
her for the national Division II] cham- 
pionships, where she placed eighth 
with a time of 22:13.6. 

Unlike her previous sports pinna- 
cles, this one is not about worldwide 
glory, but purely about love of sport 
and school. That's what motivates and 
satisfies her at this point in her life. 

“Im really proud that | am an Agnes 
Scott student,” she said. “That's why 
I'm out there at 6 a.m. in the dark, 
sweating. ... My goal was not how 
fast | could go as an individual. I've 
been there, done that. | want our team 
to do well. If | were running for me, | 
just wouldn't be here.”

Named To 


Holocaust 
Commission 


Drawn to the Georgia 
Commission on the Holocaust 
because of her children, Claire 
Allen D'Agostino '67 was appoint- 
eda commissioner by Goy. Sonny 
Perdue in late October. 

“Any person in the world should 
be concerned about the 
Holocaust,” she said. “Any Jewish 
person must be concerned 
because Europe was supposed to 
be enlightened and six million 


Jews were killed there. 


“Look at the recent rise in anti- 
Semitism in France. The lessons 
of the Holocaust are universal,” 
said D'Agostino, division manager 
for health and inmate services for 
the Atlanta Department of 
Corrections. “It is not a big jump 
to go from hating someone to 
doing things to them because ‘| 
hate them.’ The Nazis said the 
Jews were ‘less than human.’ Of 
course, that is what happened 


during slavery to African- 
Americans.” 
Her appointment coincided 


with the opening of the Anne Frank 
in the World: 1929-1945 exhibition 
at Kennesaw State University on 
Noy. 14. 

The commission, established “to 
teach the lessons of the Holocaust 
to present and future generations 
of Georgians in order to create an 
awareness of the enormity of the 
crimes of prejudice and inhuman- 
ity and a vigilance to prevent their 
recurrence,” was awarded the 
exhibit for three years with an 
option to renew it. 

"| know the director, Sylvia 
Wygoda, who asked me if | were 
interested in serving on the com- 
mission,” said D'Agostino, past 
president of Temple Sinai in 
Atlanta, “She knew | had leader- 
ship skills that could help the 
commission. She is always look- 
ing to improve it.” 

The commission develops 
statewide educational programs 
to incorporate into school lessons 
and exhibitions, such as the Anne 
Frank one, for students to attend. 

"We also have a speakers bureau 
so teachers may invite Holocaust 
survivors to talk about their expe- 
riences,” D'Agostino said. 

D'Agonstino majored in psy- 
chology and earned her master's 
and doctorate in clinical psychol- 
ogy at Georgia State University. 
She has worked with the Atlanta 
Department of Corrections since 
1996,

Increasing 
the perceived value of a lib- 
eral arts education is an institutional 
challenge for the administration and 
trustees, who are responsible for the 
marketing and positioning of our 
“product.”

Only 35 percent of alumnae sur- 
veyed said they strongly agree that 
they are valued by the College.

However, it is impossible for Agnes 
Scott and its staff alone to increase 
our feelings of being valued. How 
we treat one another is as important 
as how the College or the Alumnae 
Association treats us.

think | have ever heard trustees dis- 
cuss financial information in this kind 
of setting. The fact that they talked 
to us about finances and the hurdles 
we face was as impressive as the com- 
petency and creativity with which 
they seem to be handling our endow- 
ment.” 

Personal connections are also 
important, Jo Cranford ‘00 said. “My 
friends look to me to keep them 
informed about the College.” 

Coleman suggested the association 
and College find ways to address or 
affirm bad experiences. "Some peo- 
ple in my class had a hard time. 
There is a lot of resentment from 
that era.” 

“How can someone say that what 
was real for you wasn't real?” asked 
Barbara Gaines '77, association pres- 
ident-elect. “Each woman’ experi- 
ence, as a student at Agnes Scott, 
colors the way she feels about the 
College while there and after she 
leaves. We need to find ways to 
ensure that diverse women feel 
‘plugged in’ and valued while they 
are here so they will feel the same as 
alumnae.” 

Confronting the 12-point drop to 
63 percent in the number of alumnae 
surveyed who strongly agree on the 
importance of a womens liberal arts 
college, board members questioned 
whether the issue was the value of a 
liberal arts education. In 2000, 75 
percent strongly agreed. 

“Young people feel like they need a 
skill," Manning said. “How has the 
liberal arts curriculum changed?" 

"We need to teach our seniors how 
to sell themselves, write a résumé 
that sells their skills and how to net- 
work,” Tina Carr 89 said. 

Liberal arts education goes in and 
out of vogue, said Amy Miele ‘88, 
who earned her law degree at Emory 
University's School of Law. “It is such 
a different experience at a women’s 
college. When you have a discus- 
sion, women listen. It is more nurtur- 
ing.”

Active in the Civil Rights Movement, Daniel served as presi- 
dent of the League of Women Voters and chair of the DeKalb 
Residential Division of the United Way Appeal. She also 
chaired the DeKalb County chapter of the Georgia Council 
on Human Relations, through which she helped desegregate 
the DeKalb County Library System. 

"Because of my involvement on the inter-racial council,” she 
said, “my husband lost his job as assistant solicitor of DeKalb 
County. For several weeks, there were hate calls. That was the 
first time | feared for my safety, but not the last. | am glad to 
say we were supported by good friends, editorially by The 
Atlanta Journal-Constitution and by Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., 
who shook my hand at the dinner in his honor after he won 
the Nobel Peace Prize.” 

In 1974, a Candler School of Theology dean asked Daniel 
to participate in a seminar, “The New Role of Women in the 
Church.” At a time when Daniel “had all but abandoned the 
institutional church,” she agreed. 

The course introduced Daniel to feminist theology, which 
inspired her to enroll in Candler. Four years later, she graduat- 
ed with honors. 

Daniel was assigned to Aldersgate United Methodist 
Church in 1979. Two years later Aldersgate and Grant Park 
United Methodist Church became an urban circuit. Later, 
they merged to become one church called Grant Park- 
Aldersgate United Methodist Church 

On Jan. 6, 1987, the Day of Epiphany, the church became a 
Reconciling congregation, one that openly welcomed gay 
men and lesbians. It was the first North Georgia Conference 
church to do so. 

“lam more proud of being the pastor of a Reconciling 
church than anything | have ever done,” she said, “even 
though it meant another spate of hate mail and political sui- 
cide in the Conference." 

Daniel, a member of the Rape Crisis Hotline and activist in 
the HIV/AIDS support community, contributes to the 
Georgia Abortion and Reproductive Rights Action League, 
Methodist Foundation for Social Action and North Georgia 
United Methodist AIDS Ministry, which she organized. She 
serves on the board of Housing Opportunities for Persons 
with AIDS. Other interests include Atlanta History Center, 
Fernbank Museum, Holocaust Museum, the Southern Poverty 
Law Center and the National Museum of Women Artists.

// f youre in teaching for the right reasons, it’s a call- 
ing,” said Judith Promnitz Marine '54, Outstanding

Marine's education career spans more than 50 years, 
including roles as teacher, reading specialist and principal.

She earned certification in teaching learning dis- 
abled and educationally handicapped students from the 
University of Denver in Colorado before returning to 
Westminster in 1979 as a teacher. In 1983 she became the 
elementary school principal. 

She has served as head of the elementary school princi- 
pals division of the Atlanta Area Association of 
Independent Schools and head of Atlanta Independent 
Schools Joint Admissions Testing Program. She was also 
the education representative to the youth and education 
division of the Atlanta committee for the 1996 Olympics. 

Among her favorite accomplishments is her relationship 
with Westminster's sister school, Mount Kenya Academy in 
Africa.

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leges and universities across the country. 
Mills, Sweet Briar and Dartmouth colleges and 
Boston University have laid off faculty and 
staff, frozen salaries and cut programs, Bullock

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"The College has experienced a reduction in 
revenue as a result of the endowment per- 
formance,” said Bill Gailey, vice president for 
business and finance.

Agnes Scott is exploring ways to generate 
more revenue including a pilot summer school 
program and ScottSummer, academic camps 
offering creative writing, Spanish and college 
preparation for girls.

TOLLIVER ASSERTS ACTOR HAS 


BECOME TRANSITIONAL FIGURE 


Blending film, video, music and 
still imagery, Willie Tolliver Jr., 
associate professor of English, 
argues actor and musician Will 
Smith is the only African- 
American man who garners truly 
global recognition and the influ- 
ence that comes with such visibili- 


The roles Smith chooses and the 
messages he delivers generate 
questions and conflicts that are 
redefining the debate on ethnicity, 
Tolliver said in “Will Smith's 
Defense of His Race: Pop Culture 
Iconicity and Contemporary Racial 
Politics,” the second Joseph R. 
Gladden Jr. Public Lecture on 
Oct. 29. 

“Put simply, Smith is the most 
successful black man in the history 
of popular entertainment,” Tolliver 
said. “In terms of power lists, he is 
the number-one black male, and he 
is second only to Oprah Winfrey.” 

Through such roles as the Air 
Force pilot in Independence Day who 
kills alien invaders to the young 
imposter Paul Poitier in Six Degrees 


of Separation, and the 19th-century 
secret agent Jim West who delivers 
a tongue-in-cheek soliloquy to 
avoid being lynched in Wild, Wild, 
West, Smith presents grist for con- 
flict and controversy among critics 
and social commentators, Tolliver 
said. 

“l argue that the way he contains 
contradictory racial messages may 
account for his pop cultural status,” 
Tolliver said. “His messages are so 
oppositional that they speak to all 
cultural consumers, so contradicto- 
ry that they cancel each other out 
and Smith emerges triumphant.” 

By transcending the race ques- 
tions other black public figures tra- 
ditionally have confronted, Smith 
has opened the way for an era of 
“transraciality’ in popular culture. 
Actors who have seized opportuni- 
ties emerging as a result include 
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Joseph R. Gladden Jr., (left) former chair of the Board of Trustees, congratu- 
lates Willie Tolliver Jr., associate professor of English, after his lecture on actor 
Will Smith. Tolliver gave the 2003-2004 Gladden Public Lecture in October. 


Vin Diesel, The Rock and Thandie 
Newton. 

"We are now seeing actors of 
color claiming different hybrid 
identities or even refusing to make 
any such claims, and it doesn't 
seem to matter,” Tolliver said. 

“And how does Will Smith figure 
in all this? | see him as a transition- 
al figure between the old and the 
new racial discourses,” Tolliver 
said. “He allows audiences perhaps 
to deal with race without really 
dealing with it, or maybe his mes- 
sage is that the thing we think we 
need to deal with has transformed 
itself into something else and has 
moved on and so must we.” 

The lecture was established to 
honor former Board of Trustees 
Chair Joseph R. Gladden Jr., who 
served from 1992 to 2002.

J didn't know the value 
(1. of a good latrine, built 


to last. But when she left Volivo, 
Ghana, after two years as the 
village's first and only Peace 
Corps volunteer, 95 percent of 
the houses had one. 

Planning and digging latrines 
aren't the fondest memories 
Sturdivant has of Africa, but 
they illustrate what the Corps 
does—export American skill 
and compassion to improve the 
quality of life worldwide. 

Sturdivant, 28, went to gradu- 
ate school when she returned to 
the States and works as a Corps 
recruiter in Atlanta. She hopes 
to return to Africa this year as a 
member of the ULS. Foreign 
Service. That she's going as a 
public diplomacy officer is a 
certainty. Where is not. 

While in Ghana, Sturdivant 
became fluent in Dangbe, an 
African dialect spoken by about 
100,000 people. She kept bees, 
wrote grant proposals and 
became a tribal elder (one of 
about 15) for the village of 
1,000 where she served. 

While the word “corps” 
implies a unit, volunteers are 
intentionally spaced out, singly, 
an hour or more apart to instill 
the idea that the friends you 
make should be those in your 
village. Therefore, Corps 
immersion language training is

known for its thoroughness. “] 
felt very proficient,” Sturdivant 
said. “| could get to where | 
needed to and do my job.” 

Sturdivant is proud of how the 
Volivo women set about to cre- 
ate a manageable, profitable 
project. They began with five- 
acres of sunflowers and built 
beehives among the flowers to 
harvest honey. 

To start their colony, she and 
a dozen or so women walked a 
kilometer into the bush with a 
barrel and means to smoke out 
the bees. They found the moth- 
er hive, a great buzzing planet 
about the size of a giant exer- 
cise ball. Later, Sturdivant was 
told a hive that size typically 
holds about 500,000 bees. 

The sound of half a million 
disturbed and confused bees is 
memorable. 

“It's like they're not single bees 
anymore,” Sturdivant said. 
“They're their own force. | 
guess it's kind of like the sound 
of [Interstate] 285—-where you 
don't hear a single truck; it's this 
one big drone.” 

Upon release, the bees loved 
their environment and pro- 
duced a clear amber stream that 
smelled vaguely of sunflowers. 
The only project detour was 
when a dry season caused the 
bees to vacate temporarily, in 
search of water. 

The women were banging on 


Sturdivant's door at 5:15 a.m. 
Unable to come up with the 
proper word in English, they 
chose a dramatic one: “The 
bees, they have absconded!" 

Sturdivant's best memory is 
when the village made her a 
tribal chie/—the women are 
called “queen mothers,” as a 
remnant of the British Empire. 

Prior to the ceremony, “about 
50 women were swarming 
around me,” she said. “They 
stripped me completely and 
redressed me in the chief's 
cloth. They put beads around 
my arm and paraded me back 
out.” 

She was “enstooled” on one 
carved for her, given the name 
Mamle Agbeki IV, the first 
name meaning “third-born 
female.” The surname was a 
family surname, as a chief's 
position is typically passed 
through lineage. 

Sturdivant found what she 
hoped to in Africa, including 
how to weigh decisions that 
affect others. 

“All my life | had had men- 
tors—the [professors] Cathy 
Scotts and Gus Cochrans. 
There had always been some- 
one to guide me, or at least 
someone to vent to,” she said. 
“It was lots harder than | 
expected, but | think it was 
meant to be harder.”

Late in August, Laura 
Creamer '03 was waiting to 
find out where she'd spend the 
next two years. She hoped for 
Latin America but was pre- 
pared to go to anywhere the 
Peace Corps sent her. 

The Peace Corps chose 
Paraguay, where Creamer will 
be an environmental sanitation 
promoter after completing her 
language training. 

The application process is 
not easy—she has had her 
thumbprints inked for a back- 
ground check and one of the 
medical requirements is get- 
ting dental records. 

The realization that those 
are for identification in the 
event of death reminds volun- 
teers that service is not a flow- 
ery leftover from the Camelot 
era. While the odds are excel- 
lent they will return a better 
person, the places they are 
headed aren't what they are 
used to be. 

“This experience is totally 
going to change my whole 
life," Creamer said. “I'll have a 
completely different perspec- 
tive. Not to mention, that 
when I come back I'll be bi- 
lingual.” 

Creamer received her B.A. in 
English. Her experience vol- 
unteering (and serving as 
vice-president of the campus 
chapter) with Habitat for 
Humanity helped. 

"I've been going out to sites 
with my dad since | was 10 or 
11," she said. 

She's worked a lot with the 
Spanish-speaking community 
as well, at Latina health fairs 
and Hispanic youth fairs in 
Atlanta. Creamer grew up in 
Atlanta, but her mother and 
paternal grandmother are 
Puerto Rican. 

Also the service ethic at 
Agnes Scott made a difference. 
“| don't think | would have 
done Peace Corps if | had not 
gone to Agnes Scott," she said. 
"| just think | got the personal 
attention that | really needed 

to grow, get to know myself 
and figure out what | wanted 
to do with my life.”

POET HELEN BLACKSHEAR *31 DIES 


Fors: Alabama poet laureate Helen 
Friedman Blackshear ‘31 did her own thing 


with grace and humor. 


"She was opposed to the war in Iraq," said 
daughter Anne Blackshear Spragins-Harmuth 
‘58. “Her poem ‘Search and Destroy’ was 
included in the Poets Against the War anthology 
by Nations Books. She was in her 90s and 
responding to the world around her.” 

Blackshear, 92, died Nov. 11 at her 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., home after, for her, a rare 


complaint of not feeling well.

"She made her bed and fell to the floor,” 
Spragins-Harmuth said. “What a wonderful way to die for such a 


vibrant woman.” 


Blackshear was Alabama's poet laureate from 1995 to 1999. A 
noted poet, she was published while a student at Agnes Scott. She 
earned her master's in history from the University of Alabama. 

A longtime class secretary, Blackshear edited or wrote a dozen 
books including poetry collections, history, memoirs and fiction. 
One book, These | Would Keep: Selected Poems by the Poet Laureates of 
Alabama, she compiled so Alabamans would remember the poets. 

Her book on Sidney Lanier, Vanished in the Unknown Shade, is to be 
published in April by NewSouth Books. 

“Mother was a wonderful storyteller, but her facts were not always 
straight,” Spragins-Harmuth said. “She once told a story with a 
person dying before he was born. She would say not to worry 
about the facts. She had a tremendous sense of humor.”

Some 
of the things they told her in the 
first interview and in later ones as 
she flew back time and again for 
updates, had to be tempered for the 
safety of their husbands in the 
prison camps. The women carefully 
read everything being written, and 
word spread fast if they thought a 
newsman used anything that would 
jeopardize the POWs still to return. 
Kagie covered these women 
through their years of neglect by 
several administrations, then 
though periods of national concern 
for them, then times of scorn from 
peace groups, through the national 
fatigue connected with the Vietnam 
War and to the very end and to 
“the reunions which belonged to 
the ages.” Kagie has finished 45 
chapters of her memoir and may 
share more.

FOLK MUSIC CD BENEFITS seco 


re Bethune '57 didn't know where she 
and her husband were headed when they 
made a folk music CD at their children’s 
request—certainly not that it would lead to 


helping Habitat for Humanity. 


“The experience has sort of mounted into this 
informal campaign of us building a house with 


music,” Bethune said. 


Musaic, a 2001 sampler of vocal, organ, piano 
and harp music, preceded Bethune's CD Healing 
Harp Melodies, released last winter. The proceeds 
of both CDs—about $14,000—have benefited 


Habitat for Humanity.

Bethune, who completed what would have been a minor at Agnes 
Scott if it had offered music minors at the time, is a certified music 
practitioner. She believes in the healing power of music. The 
subtitle of her Healing Harp Melodies CD says it is for relaxation, 
meditation, insomnia and pain relief. 

“We're not music therapists,” she said, “but we do play therapeutic 
music. The way we try to educate the public is that the music we 
play by the bedside is not for entertainment or performance; it's an 
effort to establish an ambience of healing.” 

Bethune looks to Eastern traditions to inform her work. She said 
Eastern traditions have never divorced sound from medicine, while 
Western medicine has not recognized the value of sound and 


healing. 


In the future, she hopes insurance companies will reimburse 
patients for music-related healing, emphasizing music's noninvasive 
techniques and almost nonexistent side effects. 

Bethune, a church musician since 1989, had 18 harp students ages 
9 to 73 whom she taught through her church, Blacksburg United 
Methodist in Virginia. When she and her husband moved to 
Harrisburg, Bethune passed the baton to one of her students. 

Their most recent CD, Christmas Fantasia, was produced in large 
part by the church music ministry staff. It features flute, harp and 
dulcimer music by the Divertamente Trio, of which Bethune and 


her husband are members.

speak.” 


For a American Astronomical Society program, Moy serves as 
receiver of donated library materials for Australia's Mount Stromlo 
Observatory, which was destroyed by brush fires in 2003. Moy ships 
the items sent to the NOAO to Mount Stromlo to rebuild the facili- 


ty’s resources. 


The NOAO was built in 1959, 10 years before astronauts walked 


on the moon. 


“Its interesting to see not only how the science has changed over 
the years, but to see also what is still relevant,” she said. “I just pulled a 
book the other day that was published in 1877. A scientist here need- 
ed it as a reference for his modern day work on sun spots!” 

Moy earned her master of library and information science from the 
University of Wisconsin at Milwaukee, but she credits Agnes Scott 


for giving her a solid foundatio 


n—'not only with the concepts and 


terminology used in astronomy, but also the ability to work and think 
independently,” she said. “Working as a solo librarian requires a large 
degree of autonomy, something | think Agnes Scott encourages 
among its students—I always felt that I had the ability to carve out 


my own academic path.” 


“Luckily, astronomy librarians are a tight-knit group," she said, “and | 
can communicate with librarians in observatories all over the world." 

As for living in the desert, Moy loves the Southwest and enjoys 
photographing cacti and sunsets. “And for astronomy lovers, the 
night skies here are just amazing. It's no coincidence that astronomers 
chose to build their optical telescopes in this area!" 

In May, Moy will speak in the Bradley Observatory's Open House 
series. Her lecture is titled “What on earth does an astronomy librari- 


an do?”

Alumnae a Key to Rankings 


ALUMNAE GIVING VITAL TO HELPING 
COLLEGE MAINTAIN TOP 50 RANKING 


To maintain its presence among the top 50 
national liberal arts colleges in the country, 
Agnes Scott needs help—alumnae help with 
the annual fund. 

“The annual fund truly is the ‘power of one, 
the impact of many,’ ” said Susan Carter, direc- 
tor of development. “Our high participation 
numbers are part of what it will take to stay in 
the top 50. Our alumnae helped put the col- 
lege there.” 

The rankings, announced in September by 
U.S. News « World Report, take into account 
alumnae giving, students and faculty, said 
President Mary Brown Bullock '66. In 2003, 
Agnes Scott tied with Wabash College in 
Indiana at no. 50 

"Participation in alumnae giving to the 
annual fund is included in overall rankings," 
Bullock said. “Percentage increases will help 
to raise our rankings.” 

Heading into June, 38 percent of alumnae 
have given to the annual fund this year, Carter 
said. Gifts received by June 30 count in the 
2003-2004 fiscal year and toward the cam- 
paign 

“We're ahead of where we were last year, but 
we need to do better,” Carter said. “We are 
more dependent on the annual fund because 
of the tough economic times and the decline 
in the endowment.” 

The college's operating budget has three pri- 
mary sources of funding: the endowment, the 
annual fund and tuition and fees. 

“The annual fund helps pay faculty salaries 
and enables us to attract the best and bright- 
est faculty members,” Carter said. “It directly 
supports the college's operating budget. It 
funds student scholarships and helps maintain 
our facilities.” 

The annual fund supports 6 percent of the 
operating budget. At peer institutions, the 
percentage is often closer to 10 percent. 

“In order to support the college's operating 
budget, our annual fund goal is $2.035 million 
from 50 percent of our alumnae,” Carter said. 

The college also wants to boost participa-

President’s Corner 


Heartfelt Thanks To 
Campaign Volunteers 


our years ago this summer, 

Lewis Thayne, vice presi- 

dent for institutional 

advancement, and | visited 
Joie Delafield '58 in New York. 
Recently, Joie had completed 12 
years of dedicated service on the 
Agnes Scott College Board of 
Trustees. Nonetheless, we were 
there to ask her for one more serv- 
ice to her alma mater: to co-chair 
a comprehensive campaign. I'll 
never forget Joie's response: “Well, 
this would be a four-year commit- 
ment. I'll need to check with 
Dennis and I'll only do it if this is 
truly a national campaign.” 

Later, we called on Frannie 
Graves ‘63, then board vice chair, 
with a similar request: to co-chair 
a national campaign. Frannie also 
paused and said she would need to 
discuss this with her family. She 
already spent a great deal of time 
at Agnes Scott, attend- 
ing committee and for- 
mal board meetings, as 
well as regularly partici- 
pating in the life of the 
college.

Students Score 


First-year students reported a level 
of engagement with activities at 
Agnes Scott that scored in the 90th 
percentile on four out of five bench- 
mark measurements when compared 
with all colleges participating in the 
2003 National Survey of Student 
Engagement. 

Among Agnes Scott seniors partici- 
pating in NSSE, three benchmark 
scores were in the 90th percentile 
and three out of the five scores 
increased over last year. 

The survey collects data from first- 
year and senior students nationwide 
to assess the degree to which they are 
actively involved in different activi- 
ties at their four-year institution. 

"Agnes Scott students are highly 
engaged in academic and intellectual 
activities,” said President Mary 
Brown Bullock ‘66. “We have a repu- 
tation for academic achievement and 
the NSSE report confirms that per- 
ception.” 

Other areas of strength for students 
include: 
¢ Thinking critically and analytically 
e An environment that helps students 
succeed academically 
e Writing papers that required inte- 
grating ideas or information from 
various sources 
e Serious dialogue with students from 


Agnes Scott is in the top 6 percent 
of 1,343 baccalaureate degree-grant- 
ing institutions sending graduates to 
earn doctorates. 

"To be in the top 6 percent is just 
fantastic,” said Emily Brinkley ‘03, 
coordinator of institutional research, 
of the Higher Education Data 
Sharing Consortium’s rankings. 

The college ranks higher, at 69th, 
than any other public or private 
institution in Georgia. This ranking 
is based on data collected from 1992 
to 2001 from the doctorate records 
available through the National 
Science Foundation. 

Agnes Scott ranks high even 
though it is comparatively small 
because the rankings are weighted, 
considering each institution's pro- 
portion between the total number of 
graduates and those going on to earn 
doctorates, Brinkley said. 

Agnes Scott is in the top 1 percent 
of institutions whose graduates earn 
doctorates in economics. 

“We are very proud of our depart- 
ments record in sending students to 
graduate school,” said Rosemary 
Cunningham, professor of econom- 
ics. 


“We are fortunate that we live in a 
city with a Federal Reserve Bank and 
that many of our future economics 
grad students have been able to

Most first-year students and seniors 
rated their entire Agnes Scott educa- 
tional experience as either “good” or 
“excellent.”

Established in 1999 through a grant 
from The Pew Charitable Trust, 
NSSE is funded by The Carnegie 
Foundation. Approximately 348,000 
students participated in the 2003 sur- 
vey. 

Of the 216 first-year students sur- 
veyed, 122 students participated fora 
response rate of 56 percent. Of the 
190 seniors who graduated in 2003, 
76, or 40 percent, participated.

“This connec- 
tion with the Fed helps students 
understand what research econo- 
mists do and provides students an 
opportunity to get letters of refer- 
ence for grad school from Fed econ- 
omists.” 

The college also ranks 14th overall 
in institutions with graduates earn- 
ing doctorates in English. 

"This underlies the strength of 
English as preparation for advanced 
study, not only in English but in 
other fields as well,” said Christine 
Cozzens, associate professor of 
English. She noted English majors 
often go to medical school and law 
school. 

"We also hope their intellectual 
inquiry continues into their profes- 
sions,’ Cozzens said. “We want them 
to have jobs in addition to continu- 
ing to lead the intellectual life they 
lead at Agnes Scott.” 

As a liberal arts college, Agnes 
Scott prepares students for graduate 
school and careers. 

“We're trying to make it possible 
for people to go on to graduate work 
if they want to,” said Steve Guthrie, 
professor of English, “and for those 
who don't want to, to provide them 
a solid but flexible program of study 
that will be useful to them no matter 
what they do."

Mixed Emotions’ 


‘I'll miss the students, the camaraderie and the campus,” 
Theodore “Ted” Mathews said. “I have really mixed emotions 
about leaving.” 

Retirement will give Mathews more time to explore his 
many diverse interests. He is building a house in St. 
Augustine, Fla., and hopes to find hangar space there to store 
the experimental aircraft he built in his garage—an Avid 
Mark IV two-seater, over-wing aircraft with aerobatic length 
wings. 

“I've always been interested in flying, but | did not do any- 
thing about it until | was in my fifties,” he said. “I didn’t start 
flying lessons until after | had committed 
myself to building an aircraft. It took me 
about five years to build it and another 
year to get the requisite approvals from 
the FAA to legally fly it. I've been flying 
my own aircraft now for about six years.” 

Since 1967, Mathews, professor of 
music, has taught music theory, music 
appreciation, orchestration, world music, 
synthesizer, music education, history of 
American jazz and history of American 
and Western music. 

Favorite memories include receiving the 1997-1998 Student 
Senate Faculty of the Year Award and conducting the Glee 
Club’ first international performance at St. Mark's Cathedral 
in Venice, Italy, in 1972. Mathews directed the Glee Club 
from 1967-1987, leading five concert tours spanning 21 
countries from 1972 to 1984 

He has arranged more than 100 pieces of music, including 
adaptations of music for the Glee Club, synthesizer orches- 
trations, choral arrangements and instrumental ensemble 
arrangements. He wrote the college's music education-certili- 
cation program, which was accepted in 1980 by the Georgia 
State Board of Education 

During his two tenures as chair of the music department, 
Mathews spearheaded renovations of Presser Hall, con- 
tributed to a 100 percent increase in applied-music registra- 
tion and established an electronic-music-laboratory class- 
room. He was also a cofounder of the Georgia Association of 
Music Theorists and is a member of the Society for Music 
Theory, the American Musicological Society and the College

Her work on developing the LAC program is the 
highlight of her career at the college, Wieshofer said.

Ayse Ilgaz Carden '66, a cham- 
pion for women's achievement, 
childhood development and 
cross-cultural understanding, 
dedicated much of her career as 
an educator to students at Agnes 
Scott College. She died Feb. 4 at 
Atlanta Hospice after an extend- 
ed battle with breast cancer. 

“Ayse loved her students and 
her life as a professor,” said 
President Mary Brown Bullock 
'66. "She was an eloquent witness 
to the power of teaching.” 

She focused her significant 
expertise and research on the 
societal, professional, familial 
and cultural forces that affect 
women as they pursue their edu- 
cation and life goals. Carden also 
sparked the education of hun- 
dreds of students while earning 
the respect of her peers. 

“Her impact on me was in the 
area of social psychology, and it 
affected the way | live my life 
and practice medicine today,” 
said Amy Hutchinson ‘86, a 
pediatric ophthalmologist and 
associate professor at Emory 
University. “Now I'm an educa- 
tor, and I try to be as dynamic as 
she was. She was a tremendous 
inspiration.” 

A native of Istanbul, Carden 
graduated from the American 
College for Girls and then 
earned a bachelor's degree in 
psychology at Agnes Scott. She 
earned a masters degree and 
doctorate in educational/devel- 
opmental psychology at Emory 
University. 


CARDEN DIED FEB. 4 AFTER LONG BATTLE WITH BREAST CANCER 


Carden returned to her native 
Turkey, where she served as dean 
of women and assistant professor 
of psychology at Bosphorus 
University in Istanbul. In 1978, 
she returned to the United States 
to join the Agnes Scott faculty 
and dedicated the next 25 years 
to teaching at her alma mater. 

While demanding the highest 
standards of performance from 
her students, Carden was always 
a warm, gentle and accepting 
person. 

“There wasn't an aggressive 
bone in her body,” said close 
friend and former student Ruth 
Feicht '86 in an Atlanta Journal- 
Constitution article. “Yet, she made 
people want to strive to meet her 
standards.” 

In addition to her research and 
writing regarding cross-cultural 
education, Carden led numerous 
study-abroad trips to destina- 
tions including China, Japan and 
Turkey. She enjoyed being a 
bridge between the cultures of 
the East and West. 

Ayse I. Carden was married to 
John L. Carden Jr., who earned 
his doctorate in chemistry at 
Georgia Institute of Technology 
in 1972. She also is survived by 
a brother, Mehmet Ilgaz of 
London.

FORMER BIOLOGY PROFESSOR 


DIED IN FEBRUARY IN VIRGINIA 


A “hard-grader,” Nancy Pence 
Groseclose, professor emerita of 
biology, taught by inspiration and 
hands-on contact with organisms. 
She died Feb. 11 in Virginia at age 
91. 

“Her legacy is that she showed us 
the importance of personal connec- 
tions and ‘community’ to teaching 
and learning and she showed us that 
biology made such wonderful sense 
when viewed in the light of evolu- 
tion, embryology and natural histo- 
ry,” said colleague Sandra Bowden, 
Charles A. Dana Professor of 
Biology. 

Groseclose, a former Charles A. 
Dana Professor of Biology, taught at 
Agnes Scott from 1947 until her 
retirement in 1979. She later taught 
at Emory University, Oglethorpe 
University and Henry College. 

Harry Wistrand, professor of biol- 
ogy, called Groseclose a beloved 
teacher “who instilled wonderful 
performances by her students." 

She maintained contact with for- 
mer students better than any other 
teacher, Bowden said. “She brought 
faculty members and students 
together, and she worked very hard 
to build the ‘community’ around the 
sciences that we love and the 
friendships that she helped us to 
forge,” Bowden said. 

If needed, Groseclose would wash 
glassware, clean classrooms and labs 
and work on laboratory setups. She 
would carefully dissect specimens 
before lab for demonstrations to 
students and “brought out many a 
fossil, skeleton or preserved animal 
to illustrate principles of compara- 
tive anatomy,” Bowden said. 

“Her obvious love and knowledge 
of all of her teaching areas were 
passed along to many generations 
of students,” Bowden said,

ALUMNA WRITES OF OLD SOUTH 


oe Christian Ledgerwood '36 has often been asked to illuminate 


her relationship with Agnes Scott roommate 
and author Catherine Marshall LeSourd '36. Now, 
Ledgerwood is being sought for her own literary 


work. 


Thy Brothers Blood, published in September 2002, 
tells of the friendship between a black man and a 
white man living in the Deep South before the 
Civil Rights Movement. Reviewers on 
Amazon.com called it “a fascinating story of con- 
flict and compromise” and “a poetically told sus- 


pense story.” 


Ledgerwoods inspiration came from observing

prejudice all her life, such as, “one day when I was 

waiting in line at a shoe store, a black woman was waiting before me 
and the salesman took me first,” she said. “Also, a black woman who 
worked for me told me her story of a brother who was threatened and 


almost killed.” 


At age 10, Ledgerwood wrote her first “novel” about two sisters kid- 
napped by Arab sheiks. “As a teenager,” she said, “I thought it would be 
romantic to write about sheiks, like Rudolph Valentino in the movies 
and the movie stars the sheiks played with, like Dolores Del Rio." 

After growing up poor in Chattanooga, Tenn., Ledgerwood won an 
academic scholarship to attend Agnes Scott, where she graduated Phi 
Beta Kappa. During her college tenure, she became close friends with 
roommate LeSourd, whom she nicknamed “Scat,” even though their 


perspectives on certain issues differed. 


“Catherine was more religious than |,” she said. “I think my conversa- 
tions with her made her more aware of politics and activism. | was 
always interested in civil rights and very aware. For instance, Scat 
thought Martin Luther King Jr. was a communist. To me, he was a hero, 


and I changed her mind.” 


In 1995, 11 years after LeSourd's death, Ledgerwood published a col- 
lection of 18 of LeSourd's juvenile love poems in her possession since 
their days at Agnes Scott. Ledgerwood wrote a biography of LeSourd 
for the book of poetry, Unlocked Dreams. 

In addition to writing, Ledgerwood has led many book club discus- 
sions, lectured on literature and taught literature in junior college. She 
lives in Palo Alto, Calif., with her husband, John. —Kristin Kallaber ‘04

“The old science building was really horrible,”

After graduating and teaching in Atlanta schools for one year, 
Harris returned as an instructor when Campbell Hall opened. 

“| thought it was wonderful,” said Harris, who taught first-year 
physics. “It was so much better. | loved being there. 

“Dr. Calder created a model of the solar system using one of the 
halls,” Harris said of Campbell. “One hall was the correct length to 
show the distance from the sun to Pluto to scale. The students 


couldn't believe it.” 


After the Korean War, Harris and her family moved to Knoxville, 
Tenn., where she earned her master's in mathematics at the 
University of Tennessee.

“Today, I'm working on a project dealing with 
the detection of cervical cancer through a blood test and another one 
dealing with an engineered protein that might be used to detect 
Hepatitis C," she said. “It's quite exciting and fast-paced. You work on 
projects for 40 to 50 hours, then you switch gears. 

“| work on the cutting edge of science,” Spratt said. “I study 
research that is going well and not yet published. You typically start 
the patent process before publication when only a few scientists 


know about these projects.” 


Spratt studies scientific documents looking for something with 
patentability and then begins the patent application process. Once 
an application is completed, Spratt engages in patent prosecution— 
the back and forth negotiations—with the U.S. Patent Office. 

“The whole concept of patents, which grant a limited monopoly to 
developers, is to protect discoveries and spur innovations through full 
disclosure, which benefits the rest of society," Spratt said of the Bayh- 
Dole Act of 1980 that governs technology transfer of government- 
funded research. “The private sector is able to take the discoveries 
and make a new treatment for diabetes or cancer or a better, healthier 


cosmetic.” 


She works with Needle & Rosenberg clients that include National 
Institutes of Health, the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, 
Vanderbilt University, The University of Georgia and the Medical 


University of South Carolina.
